William Casey, 
‘Almost’ 


ls 90 Years Old 


Native,

Billy Casey observed his 90th 
birthday Saturday. 

Billy — that is, Mr. William 
T. Casey of 1223 Mills St. in 
Menlo Park — has lived here 
longer than anybody. 

A native of Redwood City, 
he was brought here at the age 
of eight months. 

And he’s lived here ever 
since, storing up wonderful 
memories of things as they 
used to be, people he used to 
know and things that he used 
to do, when Menlo Park and 
the rest of the south county 
were young. 

Casey, a plumber by trade, 
has been staying close to home 
or the past four and a half 


ef 
nat years. 


That’s because when he was 
85, he and his bicycle got into 
a traffic accident and Casey 
‘broke a hip. The break didn’t 
heal well, so Casey had to give 
up doing the plumbing work 
he’d done up to that time. 

But he’s still a member of 
the board of trustees of the 
Menlo Park Sanitary District. 
He’s been a member of the 
board since 1934. 

He still gets to every board 
meeting and, other members 
aver, he’s a valuable member. 
He remembers where just 
about every pipeline under 
Menlo Park is located. 

After all, he helped put 
most of them in himself in the 
early days and he’s been able 
to keep track of other develop- 
ments since he joined the san- 
itary district board. 

When Casey was a boy, Men- 
lo Park was far different than 
it is now. 

“I remember,” he says, 
“how — just for a walk, 
mind you — we'd walk out to 
where Belle Haven is now, 
or Ravenswood, along the 
bay side, and shoot ducks. 
You never saw anything like 
it. There used to be millions 
of them.” 

He remembers some of the 
old timers in the Ravenswood 
area, members of the Kava- 
naugh family, which had one 
of the big ranches out there 

He remembers the school he 
attended — the first one in 
the south county to be built as 
& soheol. 1. wed to stud at 
Oak Grove Avenue and Crane 
Street and its last remnants (it 
had been sawed in two and con- 
verted into houses) was razed 
only a few months ago. 

At one stage in his career, 
Casey was a coachman for 
Mrs. Faxon Dean Atherton 
in whose husband’s honor 
the town is named. 

“Used to know her well,” 
Casey says. 

And Billy has left memories 
with others as well as collect- 
ing his own. 

“I used to have a good tenor 


‘voice,” he recalls, “I used to 


sing all over the place. As a 
member of a double quartet, I 
sang at Grace Cathedral in 
San Francisco once. 

“And I sang at parties and 


lodge meetings and other en-

Ravenswood 
School Bond 
Date Shifted 


A decision is coming soon on 
the proposed $898,000 school 
facilities construction plan 
which is now before the Rav- 
enswood City School District 
board. 

Trustees indicated Monday 
night that, in all probability, 
they will make a decision at the 
May 27 board meeting. 

Trustee Wesley Pomeroy, 
who seems to favor the school 
program, asked that the day 
of decision be moved from 
early summer to the present 
— and other trustees agreed 
with him. 


The meeting on Monday, May 
27, will begin at 8 p.m. in the 
district administration build- 
‘ing, 2160 Euclid Ave., East Pa- 
lo Alto. 

The decision to advance the 
decision date resulted from Su- 
perintendent of Schools Roder- 
ic V. Moore’s discussion of the 
possibility of receiving an in- 
terest-free federal loan for 
school facility planning. 

However, 


decision (to apply for feder- 
al planning funds) unless 
they had made the basic de- 
cision on the bond election 
itself. 

Moore’s original time sched- 
ule allowed for a board deci- 
sion as late as early summer. 
He proposes that an election be 
held on Oct. 8 to authorize sale 
of $850,000 in bonds. 

If the voters give approval, 
the trustees will have a total 
of $1,056,000 in bonds, since 
$206,000 in authorization still 
remains from the 1959 election. 

This will allow the district 
to bond itself to legal capaci 
ty — thus requalifying the 
district for the state - aided 
school facilities construction 
program. 

Audience member Tom Kav- 
anaugh, so far the major oppo- 
nent of the program, asked 
trustees to “look back at what 
the board promised the people 
in 1959.” 

Kavanaugh asserted that the 
board told voters then that the 
1959 program would provide 
housing for “6174 children.”

Portola Valley launches an 
important review tonight on a 
proposal to annex its unincor- 
porated area to the Town of 
Woodside. 

A public hearing begins at 
8 o’clock before the Woodside 
Planning Commission on a re- 
quest for approval to circulate 
a petition for annexation, The 
request comes from the Action 
Group for Local Control in 
Portola Valley, instigator and 
sponsor of the merger. 

If the planners endorse the 
move at tonight’s meeting at 
the Woodside Elementary 
School’s multi-purpose build- 
ing, it must then go before the 
town council for further hear- 
ings and sanction. 

If successful, the annexation 
would add 6,370 acres and an 
estimated 2,700 residents to 
Woodside. A minimum of 25 
per cent of the valley’s regis- 
tered voters is needed to make 
the petition valid. 

“We believe that Portola 
Valley is a natural extension 
of Woodside’s pattern,” said 
Dr. Nevin Hiester, spokesman 
for the action group. 

“Goal of the Action Group is 
promoting orderly develop- 
ment and planning and retain- 
ing the rural character and 
natural beauty of the valley, so 
that its residents might realize 
maximum enjoyment and prop- 
erty values, while minimizing 
taxes,” he continued. 

The Action Group’s goals for 
the proposed annexation area 
are: 

—Retention of the present 
scenery without unsightly com- 


ings, signs, or hillside cuts. 
—Retention of large resi- 
dential lot sizes to prevent de- 
struction of trees and excessive 
coverage of the land with 
streets and buildings. 
—Definition of specific com- 
mercial areas and prevention 
of their spread in a strip man- 
ner along highways. 
—Minimization of sidewalks 
and street lights to prevent 
urbanization of the area. 
—Maintenance of roads at

Johnson’s discussion of the 
freeway route evolved from his 
request to the council to auth- 
orize a cutback in funds orig- 
inally budgeted for a revamp- 
ing of the Menlo Park master 
plan. 

The city is drawing up an 
application for federal plan- 
ning aid with the help of the 
consulting firm of Williams 
and Mocine. 

Johnson said he believed 
that the original $89,000 proj- 
ect estimate could be cut by 
$50,000 by shelving a street 
and highway traffic survey 
and, instead, spending $500 to 
update the similar figures de- 
veloped for the city-county 
road bond issue. 

He also said aerial photo- 
graphs of the city could be 
eliminated from the project at 
present 

Councilman Ira Bonde said 
he’d favored the traffic survey 
because it would also provide 
the city with facts and figures 
when dealing with the state on 
a freeway agreement. 

But Johnson said the city- 
county road bond issue statis- 
tics were just as accurate as 
any figures now in use by the 
State. 

Then he moved into the dis- 
cussion of inforrnal talks with 
state highway planners. A 
“staff” agreement on the east- 


of-Bayshore interchange site 
has been reached— but, of 
course, isn’t final. However,| 


the state is running into big 
problems in planning west-of- 
Bayshore interchanges. 

And they are also having dif- 
ficulty deciding how they will 
route the freeway from west 
Menlo Park to Skyline Boule- 
vard. Johnson said he believes 
they may be “leaning” toward 
the Alpine Road area. 

Upshot of the discussion 
was that the council approved 
Johnsons plans to reduce the 
cost of the general plan sur- 
vey. 

They adopted an agreement

Santa Margarita Avenue: | 


Councilmen Override Protests 
Establish Improvement District 


The rebuilding of battered 
Santa Margarita Avenue in 
Menlo Park was assured Tues- 
day night when the city coun- 
cil overruled protests of less 
than a majority of the property 
owners, 

The protest tabulation show- 
ed that 41.44 per cent of the 
affected land owners were 
against the project. 


Included in this group 
were a number of persons 
who wanted the road rebuilt. 
They objected however to 
the inclusion of paved park- 
ing strips on each side of the 
road—-which some asserted 
weren’t part of the original 
project proposals. 


But the council noted that 
a majority of the people in- 
volved did not protest—and 
must be counted as being in 
favor. 

Another factor was what 
City Manager John R. Johnson 
termed a highly favorable bid 
by Kunz Paving Co. The 
$40,939.55 figure was well un- 
der the $52,570 estimate made 
by City Engineer Edwin Smith. 

Since assessment estimates 
had been made on the basis 
of Smith’s figures, Johnson 
said, each property owner 
will actually pay less than 
these estimates. 

Later in the proceedings, the 
council decided not to refund 
the money immediately. Re- 
funding will be done after com- 
pletion of the project. It will 
take the form of cash or will 
be credited to bond repayment 
costs of the property owner— 
whichever he prefers. 

The city is participating in 
the project to the tune of 10 
per cent of cost with the money 
coming from sales tax revenue. 
This marks the first time that 
the city has helped an assess- 
ment district financially. 

This means that $4093 can 
be subtracted from the proj-

Some of those who appeared 
at the council meeting Monday 
night were fully opposed to the 
district. They included Wil- 
liam Strange, who declared 
that the eventual form of the 
project “was a complete breach 
of faith” with residents. 

Others, including Eric 
Woods, one of the original peti- 
tion-passers were less vehe- 
ment. They opposed the inclu- 
sion of parking strip paving 
costs in the project. 

Woods said he and others 
who worked for formation of 
the district might have had 
second thoughts about the 
plan if they believed that 
parking strips would be in- 
cluded. 

Johnson pointed out that a 
number of people said they 
wouldn’t go for the plan unless 
it did include these strips. 

“Getting a total agreement 
on this was very difficult,” he 
said. 

Councilman Michael Belan- 
gie invited all of the opposition 
to visit his home area, Felton 
Gables, where, he said, repav- 
ing and parking strips had 
made the area much more 
pleasing to the eye. 

He made the motion to close 
the public hearing and over- 
rule the protests. 

Mayor William R. Lawson, 
who owns property in the area, 
abstained from the discussion 
and the vote. Mayor pro-tem 
Ira Bonde handled the gavel 
during the interim. 

“J think you are going to 
have a_ beautiful street,” 
Bonde said. He pointed out 
that the city was providing 
part of the money, marking 
a major change in policy. 

Some areas of the city which 
have no parking strips look 
‘like a hodge-podge,’ Bonde 
said. 

A total of five resolutions 
were enacted by the council to 
get the project rolling.

The refuse district with the 
long, long name have a non- 
existant tax rate next fiscal 
year. 

That, of course, is the South 
San Mateo County Garbage 
and Refuse Disposal District. 
Ira Bonde of Menlo Park, dis- 
trict board chairman, said this 
week that the chances look 
promising for tax rate elimi- 
nation. 

The current rate is just un- 
der one and a half cents per 
$100 of assessed value. 

District finances have im- 
proved to the extent that the 
rate, which has dropped every 
year since pay-as-you-go oper- 
ation was introduced, may not 
be needed any longer, Bonde 
said.

The 
doctors tell us that nothing 
does it better.” 

The ladies also serve cof- 
fee and baked goods and 
sometimes candy. 

They help arrange a carni- 
val held for the patients each 
summer. 


And last Christmas the Bel- 
mont and San Carlos women 
were joined by the volunteers 
from San Mateo City in provid- 
ing 1,000 sacks of candy. Girl 
Scouts from San Mateo helped 
pack it. 

Most important job, all 
agree, is the slow development 
of trust and mutual under- 
standing with patients. 

“A woman often has a way 
of getting a man to talk that 
no doctor can duplicate,“ Mrs.

Soon, now, the Little League baseball season will be 
at hand. 

For hundreds of youngsters, itl mark an introduction 
to a truly wonderful game —not really a good game as 
far as exercise is concerned, but one in which strategy is 
combined with skill in the hope that a given result can be 
achieved. 

An early and happy introduction to the game can lead 
to a lifetime enjoyment. Young men can play it for years, 
those over the age of active athletic competition can teach 
softball to their children, oldsters can occupy their time 
listening to and attending games and everybody who is so 
inclined can spend time and invent conversations concerned 
with the lifetime records of Babe Ruth, the pitching 
prowess of Walter Johnson, and the sins of Fred Merkel. 

Let’s make sure that the youngsters’ introduction to 
baseball is, therefore, a happy one. 

We've been to the ball park at times when a small, 
eager boy was brought to tears, because his dad or some 
other adult gave him too bad a time for striking out, or 
getting caught trying to steal a base. We've heard “team 
boosters” whisper innuendoes concerning the umpire’s fair- 
ness to members of a squad waiting to bat and on the bench. 
And we've heard other members of the audience say things 
about opposing players which might be okay at a paid- 
admission ball park, a stag smoker or in an army barracks 
but which certainly have no place when describing the 
talents or physical peculiarities of somebody else’s little boy. 

As they say whenever they start a baseball, “Play ball.”

Arts, Academic Subjects 
Should Be in Balance 


The pendulum swings and fro. 

A few years ago, after the Russians succeeded in 
launching their first Sputnik, there was a great outcry to 
the general effect that American education wasn't providing 
enough space age talent. The schools — from the elemen- 
tary, on through college— were named as the scapegoats. 
As the result of public pressure, the schools became “more 
academic,” and as the result of parental pressure, many 
youngsters dropped courses concerned with the arts. 

There was a time, we recall, when only three entering 
freshmen at Menlo-Atherton High School were registered 
for orchestra. The music program was in bad shape. 

Thanks to devoted work on the part of a lot of people 
in seeking out, encouraging, and developing talent the music 
program at the high school once again is healthy — as can 
be attested by any of those who attended performances of 
“The Music Man” at the high school during the past two 
weekends. 

So we picked up a daily newspaper the other day and 
noted a story concerning a parent who was going to take 
her children out of public school, because she maintained 
they were getting too many non-academic courses. She 
mentioned music and dancing. 

This would seem to indicate that in the view of one 
parent in one community, at least, the pendulum already 
had swung far enough toward the “liberal education” side. 

We hope the same limit has not been neared here; we 
don’t believe that it has. 

Further, it would be a pity if parents and other mis- 
guided arbiters of education should wrongly interpret the 
teaching of the arts in our schools as a waste of time. It isn’t. 

As a matter of fact, much of the so-called academic 
accomplishment is, basically, aimed at achieving for us and 
our children a way of life and a standard of living which 
will allow enjoyment of the arts. 

So let’s keep a little balance in our point of view.

Predicting Weather 
A Chancy Thing 


The Weatherman says, “Thirty per cent chance of 


rain. 

This is a nice statistic. You can interpret it any way 
you want to. 

You can join the weatherman in his optimism and 
figure that the odds are for no rain at all. Or you can 
figure that, over the period of the forecast, it’s likely to 
rain only 30 per cent of the time and that you won't be out 
of doors at the time. 

Or you can take the opposite point of view, and figure 
that it’s going to rain 30 per cent of the time during the 
period of the forecast — or at least has a chance to do so— 
or that light showers can be expected during those hours 
you have to be out of the house. 

Statistically, if you're one of those who still hangs 
clothes on an outside line to dry, you should be optimistic. 
They have a 70 per cent chance to stay only 30 per cent 
wet. Or something. 

But we have noticed a fallacy in this. 

We have noticed, for instance, that a “10 per cent 
chance of rain” has materialized in a soaking sort of a storm 
of short duration. We have also seen occasions on which 
this “slight chance” has materialized in the form of a drizzly 
day and night. It would seem that there are rains and rains. 

The weatherman is fair and honest about all this. He 
makes his prediction much like a horse race handicapper 
and, if you’re of a mind to find out more, he can pull out the 
documents attesting to the storm’s pedigree and past per- 
formance, much like a race track tout who refers to the 
Breeders’ Guides and track records. 

It would be unfair to try to persuade the Weatherman 
to predict differently. 

The game of predicting anything in nature or human 
activities is fraught with hazards. There is no infallible 
method. 


From the looks of things, 
some 2000 young men from 
ages of six through 30 years of 
age are getting ready to suit up 
for summer baseball, with 
games to be played on Menlo 
Park city-owned diamonds. 

Most of these will be on 
teams which have some sort of 
an organization and a regular 
playing schedule, so there 
should be no dearth of ball- 
playing for the fans. 

In recreation department 
leagues, the idea is to keep the 
competition even, so you're apt 
to see a good game almost any 
afternoon at any school ground 
or city park.

This is evidence of some- 
thing else: On the basis of 
use, the parks in the city are 
a real bargain. And economy 
in providing facilities for 
playing has been achieved 
through the cooperative pro- 
gram of the city and school 
districts, under which rec de- 
partment personnel operate 
programs on school grounds 
during the summer. 

Of course, baseball’s only 
part of it. There are other pro- 
grams also for those whose in- 
terests or talents aren’t aimed 
at the national pastime. 

Stan Sexton of the recrea- 


tion department this week 


tried to summarize some of the 
supervised, scheduled baseball 
that’s going on here in the sum- 
mer. 

First, the Little League. 

American Little League 
(eight teams) will play its 
schedule of games at La En- 
trada School and the Nation- 
al Little League (eight 
teams) will play at Burgess 
Park. Each team has 15 play- 
ers. Thus, we have 240 boys 
suited up for games and play- 
ing a regular schedule. 

But this in only a part of it, 
because the same fields at oth- 
er times during the day accom- 
modate Little League minor

clubs, plus baseball clinics, rec 
department “farm” teams, and 
less formal groups. 

There are also the baseball 
clinics and minor league teams 
that work out at Fremont, Oak 
Knoll and Hillview schools. 

Turn now to the leagues for 
older boys and men. 

At Joe Kelly Park, in addi- 
tion to a Little League dia- 
mond wih approximately the 
same potential use as those at 
Burgess and La Entrada, there 
is the standard-size field to be 
used by members of the Babe 
Ruth teams and the Menlo 
Stars, the latter being Menlo 
Park’s only semi-pro team 
these days. 

The Babe Ruth league is 
for boys too old to play in 
Little League and beside 
their formal teams, they too 
have a system of “farm” 
teams which will work out at 
Kelly and Burgess parks. 

The Stars will use the Kelly 
Park diamond several evenings 
a week and usually play their 
Sunday home games there also. 

Another semi-pro team wili 
work out at Burgess Park. This 
is the Mid-Peninsula Recs, for- 
merly the Menlo Park Reds, 
which moved its home playing 
field from Flood Park to Red- 
wood City because they drew 
support in that area. 

There will be a softball lea- 
gue in operation at Nealon 
Park, in addition to the Babe 
Ruth pony league. 

On Sundays, home games of 
the Menlo Park team entered 
in the American Legion base- 
ball league will play home 
games at Burgess Park; these 
are 16- and 18-year-olds. 

And when the American 
Legion team isn’t playing 

Sunday ball there, the local 
Police Athletic League team 
will probably be using the 
grounds. 

A gardener will calculate 
from this that the grass is go- 
ing to get some hard use dur- 
‘ing the coming summer.

‘been exactly abandoned by the 
public during the school year, 
‘either.

The problems of youngsters 
who cannot benefit from regu- 
lar classroom work because 
they have serious learning or 
behavior handicaps, other than 
physical, were explored in de- 
tail with the assistance of edu- 
eators, psychologists, juvenile 
and correctional authorities. It 
is recognized that the bill can- 
not provide a complete answer 
to juvenile delinquency, but it 
could do much to reduce this 
blight on our scciety. 


Under this proposed statute, 
elementary and high school dis- 
tricts would be authorized to 
set up special educational pro- 
grams for minors needing help.

and broader highways. The 
county is studying both facets 
of the problem in terms of mass 
transit and an improved coun- 
ty highways system.” 

Returning to the pay-as-you- 
go plan, $600,000 has been in- 
cluded in the capital projects 
for future additions to the Hall 
of Justice and Records. Other 
major projects are the Pacifica 
Branch Library, a school for 
handicapped children at San 
Bruno, and completion of the 
Sheriff's Honor Camp at Pom- 
ponio.

supervisors on problems of in- 
dividual pupils, and 

4. Instruction in home, hos- 
pital, or approved childrens in- 
stitutions for those unable to 
function in a school setting. 

Additional state aid for the 
excess costs to the school dis- 
trict or county superintendents 
of operating these new pro- 
grams would be provided un- 
der the measure. In order to 
qualify for such funds, advance 
notice of intention to start such 
programs would have to be 
filed with the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, 
and state rules as to selection 
of pupils would have to be fol- 
lowed. 

Admission of minors to these 
special programs would be 
limited to two per cent of total 
district enrollment. Individuals 
would be selected on the basis 
of recommendations by a local 
committee including a teacher, 
school nurse or social worker, 
a school psychologist, a prin- 
cipal and a physician. A state 
advisory committee of one 
representative each of the de- 
partments of education, mental 


hygiene and public health, plus 
others named by the board of 
education, would set state 
standards for admission to the 
program. No pupil could be 
admitted if his parent or 
guardian filed written objec- 
tion. 

In addition to the backing of 
educators and their organiza- 
tions, the measure has the sup- 
port of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, the Presi- 
dent of the State Board of Edu- 
cation, and the Governor. Cor- 
rectional authorities have en- 
dorsed the principle invoived. 

Years of intensive study by 
university experts have estab- 
lished the fact that the ten- 
dency toward delinquency can 
be identified at an early age, 
not later than the second 
grade. Early recognition of the 
tendency and remedial action 
on their problems is expected 
to save many children from 
tangling with the law. 

The cost is estimated at far 
less than that of later correct- 
ing them in youth authority 
facility or prison. 

The future of this bill will 
therefore be closely watched.

Where Lawns 
Won't Grow, 
Try These 


Ground covers are divided 
into two groups — those that 
can be used in place of lawns 
and those that can’t. The for- 
mer, of course, are few, for 
they must be resistant to foot 
traffic and other abuses which 
lawns tolerate. The latter are 
many for they need only to cov- 
er ground—hiding unsightly 
stretches of land or providing 
erosion control or both. ; 

There is hestitation to label 
the one group as “lawn substi- 
tutes” for in a nurseryman’s 
eye there are no rea! substi- 
tutes for a fine lawn. But oc- 
casionally the need for such ’a 
ground cover exists — usually 
because the gardener is too 
busy doing other things to care 
for a lawn. The following two 
may be tried in such circum- 
stances. ; 

Dichondra. Most lawn-like of 
the grass alternatives, dichon- 
dra needs time to take over, 
but when it does, the result 
is worth waiting for. It forms 
a green mat that seldom needs 
mowing, but it is not complete- 
ly happy with neglect. 

Watering is a must, albeit 
not so much so as with a lawn, 
and weeds, when they appear, 
should be pulled by hand, for 
the normal weed killers also 
damage dichondra. Dichondra 
will grow in full sun or part 
shade. It can be planted from 
seed — just as a lawn — or 
from plugs purchased at a nur- 
sery in flats. 

Ornamental Strawberry. A 
ground-hugging creeper, the 
Ornamental Strawberry is not 
exactly the cover for play- 
grounds, but it will stand some 


‘| traffic without ill effect. Straw- 


berry ground covers have be- 
come more popular since the 
advent some years back of thé 
new Hybrid No. 25 which pro. 
duces edible fruit — something 
the old Wild Strawberry sel- 
dom did. : 
These are carried on the 
plants from spring until late 
summer, appearing with the 
white flowers, and while they 
lack the size of store-quality 
fruit, they make up for it with 
their flavor. . 
When one wants merely to 
cover ground, as in a parkway; 
on a rocky bank or on a slope 
that defies a lawn, ivy is usual+ 
ly the first thing that comes to 
mind. Since we all know how 
well ivy does, however, let’s 
look at some lesser known cov- 


ers. 

Prostrate Rosemary is a long 
time favorite with some gar- 
deners because of the aroma- 
tic qualities which make it a 
joy to sniff when the leaves 
are crushed. On a sunny slope 
it makes an _ easy- 
pover of gray-green foliage; 
producing small, blue flowers 
in spring, with a few carrying 
over through the year in warm; 
winter areas. Lockwood’s Rose- 
mary is not so compact as the 
prostrate form, but it has ex- 
|ceptionally fine foliage and’ 
flower. : 

In shaded or semi-shaded ar- 
eas an excellent ground cover 
is Carpet Bugle. It will stand 
some sun, but not a full sun) 
and the farther you live from 
the coast, the less sun it toler- 
ates. A ground hugger, it sends 
up four-inch spikes of blue 
each spring. Nef

Peter Kump, executive pro- 
ducer for the Comedia Reper- 
tory Company, and Eric Silins,

Primary objectives are to 
give every Californian, wheth- 
er he lives in a large or small 
city, suburb or farm, access to 
a large and diversified library 
collection.

Despite all efforts so far, 
books per capita in California 
public libraries have in the 
past two decades declined to 
the level of 1921.

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Property Owners Bill of Rights 
Is Endorsed by Local Realtors 


“It is time to launch a new 
crusade — a crusade for free- 
dom to rescue the rights of the 
new ‘forgotten man.’ The cold 
war over discrimination has 
passed him by.” This was the 
expression voiced at a recent 
meeting by L. H. Wilson of 
Fresno, president of the Cali- 
fornia Real Estate association. 

“Militant minorities have or- 
ganized and vocalized for equal 
rights,” he said, “until ‘equal 
rights’ have almost become 
‘special privileges,’ and this 
forgotten man lies negleced. 

“He is the great, patient, pas- 
‘sive majority, the working ma- 
‘jority that pays for expensive 
government. He is the Ameri- 
can small property owner. 

“A crusade for freedom in 
his behalf is overdue. The pen- 
dulum has swung too far! His 
defenders have been silent too 
‘long! Erosion of property own- 
ers’ rights through pressure 
legislation and government 
edict is growing.” 

Wilson said that a rise in de- 


fense of the new “forgotten 
man” is developing. He told of 
a Bill of Rights that spells out 
this new crusade. 

The state president in a let- 
ter to Charles Andrews, presi- 
dent of the Menlo Park-Ather- 
ton Board of Realtors reported 
that such a proposal was unan- 
imously approved early in Fe- 
bruary by leaders of 50 states 
comprising the state associa- 
tions’ committee of the Nation- 
al Association of Real Estate 
boards at New Orleans. The 
proposal is now being circulat- 
ed nationally for study and ap- 
‘proval. It is called the property 
owners’ Bill of Rights. Wilson 
told the board that his fervent 
hope is for nationwide recogni- 
tion of the need for this new 
‘crusade. “Let us hope we can 
look forward to a new birth of 
freedom and equality for us 
all,” Wilson stated. 

The declaration was endors- 
ed ‘by local Realtors at a meet- 
ing of the Menlo Park-Ather- 
ton board March 1, 1963. 


According to Andrews the 
declaration, which is being cir- 
culated among property own- 
ers and service clubs, reads as 
follows: 

PROPERTY OWNERS’ 
BILL OF RIGHTS 

In 1789, the people of Amer- 
ica were fearful that govern- 
ment might restrict their free- 
dom. The first congress of the 
United States, in that year, 
proposed a Bill of Rights: 

The Bill of Rights essential- 
ly, tells the government what 
it cannot do. The statements 
comprise the first 10 amend- 
ments to the United States 
Constitution. 

The Bill of Rights had a pro- 
found impact upon the history 
of the world. 

Forty million immigrants 
gave up everything to come to 
this new land — seeking some- 
thing promised here — and on- 
ly here. Many countries have 
‘abundant natural resources, 
‘vast vacant lands and climate 
as good as America.

They came here for the 
promise of security—the prom- 
ise of freedom—for the preci- 
ous right to live as free men 
with equal opportunity for all. 

In July of 1868, a new guar- 
antee of freedom was ratified. 
Freedom for the slave race 
‘was its purpose. But its guar- 
antees were for the equal pro- 
tection of all. 

The new guarantee of free- 
dom is the 14th amendment. It 
reads, in part, as follows: 

“No state shall make or en- 
force any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or im- 
munities of citizens of the Unit- 
ed States; nor shall any state 
deprive any person of life, li- 
berty or property; nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdic- 
tion the equal protection of 
the laws.” 

The vital importance of these 
federal laws was re-emphasized 
in a recent statement of the 
chief justice, United States Su- 
preme Court, in which he urg- 
ed the retention of “govern-

ment of laws in preference to 
a government of men.” 

Today, the rights and free- 
doms of the individual Ameri- 
can property owner are being 
eroded. A renewed Bill of 
Rights to protect the American 


‘property owner is needed. 


It is self-evident that the 
erosion of these special free- 
doms may destroy the free 
enterprising individual Ameri- 
can. 

It is our solemn belief that 
the individual American prop- 
erty owner must be allowed, 
under law, to retain: 

1. The right of privacy. 

2. The right to choose his 
own friends. 

3. The right to own and op- 
erate property according to his 
own dictates. 

4. The right to occupy, ad- 
minister and dispose of proper- 
ty without legal interference 
in accordance with the dictates 
of his conscience. 

5. The right to equal rights

‘Realtors’ a Proud Title 
Say Leaders of Board 


In a press conference open- 
ing Realtor Week in Menlo 
Park and Atherton, Charles W. 
Andrews, president of the 
Board of Realtors and Robert 
Coate, chairman of Realtor 
Week, declared: 

“This is Realtor Week, and 
we are Realtors. We’re proud 
of that fact. We’re proud of 
realtors’ part in the growth of 
this country, proud of Realtors’ 
part in the removal of slum 
areas, proud of Realtors’ parti- 
cipation in community affairs, 
and we’re proud of the real 
estate profession. What’s more, 
we believe in the slogan select- 
ed for this year’s Realtor 
Week — “Key to ’63 — See A 
Realtor.” 

Andrews continued: “Let me 
explain my thinking for some 
of this seemingly arrogant and 
unabashed pride. You see, the 
term “Realtor” behind a real 
estate man or woman’s name 
is very like the word “doctor” 
‘before the name of your physi- 
cian, dentist, or surgeon. “Doc- 
tor” tells you that the man in 
whom you must place your con- 
fidence in matters of health is 
worthy of that trust. The term 
“Realtor” after a real estate 
practitioner’s name means that 
he is pledged to protect you to 
the best of his ability in real 
estate matters; that he, too, is 
worthy of your trust. 

The similarity between doc- 
tors and realtors does not end 
with the titles, however. Just 
as the doctor’s business is your 
health and just as he earns his 
living protecting it, the Real- 
tor’s business is your real es- 
tate, and he earns his living by 
protecting your real estate in- 
terests. 

The doctor is highly regard- 
ed in the community for his 
devotion to the people of that 
community. The Realtor, too, 
is interested in seeing that 
each person is provided with 
the home of his choice for the 
amount of money he can af- 
ford and that he receives the 
best value for that money. At 


‘the same time the Realtor must 


represent the seller to assure 
him the best price for his prop- 
erty and to assure him that the 
purchaser is qualified and able 
to complete the transaction. 

There is one great difference 
between the “doctor” and the 
term “Realtor,” though. A doc- 
tor may be a surgeon, a physi- 
cian, a dentist, a doctor of phil- 
osophy,or a doctor of theology. 
But there is only one way to 
receive the right to use the 
term “Realtor” and that is to 
become an active member of 
a local board of the National 
Association of Real Estate 
Bords and to subscribe to the 
NAREB code of ethics. 

This code of ethics that real- 
tors are pledged to uphold is 
not a vague chant with loosely- 
worded ideas that may be in- 
terpreted almost any way the 
reader wants; it is a specific 
code with 30 articles that state 
exactly what a Realtor may and 
may not do in order to remain 
a member of NAREB and of 
the local board. And of these 


‘30 articles, 20 are designed to 


protect the public. 

As a Realtor I am pledged to 
Obey this code of ethics which 
was adopted in 1913. Under 
this code I am proclaimed to be 
the agent through which the 
land resources of the nation 
reach their highest use and 
‘through which the land owner- 
‘ship attains its widest distribu- 


tion. This code observes, “Un- 
der all is the land. Upon its 
wise utilization and widely al- 
located ownership depend the 
survival and growth of free in- 
stitutions and of our civiliza- 
tion.” 

Communism is creeping over 
the world — in far-off Viet 
Nam, in the city with the giant 
spite fence, even within a few 
miles of our own country 
where fuzzy-faced, fuzzy-mind- 
ed Fidel is shouting. With this 
menace all around us, I feel 
that I am helping to combat 
communism by promoting an 
institution found only in coun- 
tries that are free of dictator- 
ships and found in America as

in no other country — the 
right to own real property. 

For most of us, owning our 
own home is not considered 
unusual. In fact most of the 
people we know do own their 
own homes.

Hous- 
ing is so scarce that young fam- 
‘ilies must move in with one 
parents or the other and wait

(Continued from Page A-3) 
ments. In Russia, there are 2.72 
persons per room, compared to 
our .60 persons per room. And 
40 per cent of the apartment- 
dewlling families there must 
share their small apartments 
with another family. 

If this is true in “civilized” 
Russia, what must conditions 
‘be like in China where starva- 
‘tion and over-population have 
been the facts of life for cen- 
turies? China, with the help of 
Mao and the Reds, is now fac- 
ing agricultural and economic 
disaster because the workers 
‘won’t work for the bosses. And 
‘why should they? Under com- 
munism, each person receives 
what he needs — which the 
government decides — each 
person produces what he can— 
as long as he meets the govern- 
ment-established minimum. 

In this country we are wit- 
nessing a constant growth in 
the number of adequate, cheer- 
ful houses now available to al- 
most everyone. As a Realtor, I 
feel that I and Realtors all ov- 
er the country are promoting 
a basic American freedom by 
doing all we can to provide 
home ownership for as many as 
we can without government 
subsidy. 

But Realtors are doing more 
‘than just finding and selling 
houses for people. Through the 
National Association of Real

I’m sure that 
many of you, as I do, grumble 
about that payment on the first 
of the month. 

But did you know that the 
low down-payment, long-term 
amortized mortgage is still un- 
known in most parts of the 
world? Realtors were in the 
forefront of those who have 
advocated and effected this 
type of financing which has 
made home ownership avail- 
able to millions who would not 
otherwise have been able to 
attain it. 


When the depression of 1929 
threatened to evict thousands 
of home owners through mort- 
gage foreclosures, a NAREB 
officer helped draft the legisla- 
tion that led to the establish- 
ment of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation which saved 
about one million home-owner 
families from threatened fore- 
closure. 

The “mortgage revolution” 
of the 1930’s reached its height 
with the formation of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration in 
1934. The FHA—a unique idea 
still unduplicated in any other 
country — has insured mort- 
gages with a high loan-to-value 
ratio with low down-payments

and with a length of maturity 
unknown in most parts of the 
globe. The program of this 
agency, which Realtors helped 
create and foster, was the fore- 
runner of the long-term amor- 
tized mortgage in the several 
forms we know today. 

Realtors have led the way in 
encouraging the enactment of 
State license laws which set 
minimum standards of compe-

(Continued from Page A-1) 
regardless of race, color, creed, 
national origin or ancestry in 
the enjoyment of property 
without interference by any 
laws giving special privilege 
to any group or groups. 

6. The right to maintain con- 
genial surroundings for ten- 
ants. 


7. The right to contract with 
a real estate broker or other 
legal representative of his 
choice and to authorize him to 
act for him according to his in- 
structions. 

8. The right to determine the 
acceptability and desirability 
of any prospective buyer of 
his property. 

9. The right of the senior ci- 
tizens and other Americans to 
choose congenial tenants in 
any properties they own — to 
maintain the stability and se- 
curity of their income. These 
property owners should not be 
obligated to require their ten- 
ants to accept each other indis- 
criminately, giving rise to in- 
ter-group relations by coercion 
of law. 

10. The right to enjoy, deal 
or not deal with others. 

Loss of these rights dimin- 
ishes personal liberty and cre- 
ates a springboard for further 
erosion of liberty.
